A PLEA has gone out to improve 
job prospects in Tottenham as 
unemployment nears one in ten 
- twice the London average and 
the highest rate in the capital. _ 

New figures show that 6,294 
people in the area were claiming Jobseekers’ 
Allowance in February - an increase of 256 from 
December - which means eight per cent of Tot¬ 
tenham’s working-age population are on the dole. 

And a worrying 1,305 of these are under the 
age of 24 - prompting fears young people are 
being dumped on the scrapheap before they have 
even had a chance to begin their careers. 

Tottenham MP David Lammy warned that a 
“game changer” is needed to improve the gloomy 
outlook for Tottenham’s next generation - one 
which is not helped by the impending 1,000 job 
losses at Haringey Council and the possibility 
that Spurs chairman Daniel Levy may decide to 
move the club out of the area. 

Mr Lammy said: “We’ve hit the highest level 
of unemployment for decades and the council 
redundancies have yet to begin. This comer of 
north London needs a game-changer. The gov¬ 
ernment needs to give those bearing the brunt of 
the job crisis a real chance to find work.”

hub which is itself threatened by the cuts. Wood 
Works Wonders salvages wood destined for the 
rubbish dump and teaches unemployed people 
the skills to turn it into useful pieces of furniture. 

Raff, 34, who grew up in Tottenham and who 
taught theatre before being made redundant, got 
involved in the project 12 months ago after being 
unemployed for a year. He and colleague Terry 
Welch landed their positions through the govern¬ 
ment’s Future Jobs Fund - a scheme which 
injected cash into joblessness hotspots but which 
has now been scrapped. 

Raff told the Advertiser: “Unless my contract is 
renewed. I’ll be back to job-hunting again in a 
few weeks. I’m lucky to have made lots of con¬ 
tacts since I’ve been here but all organisations 
seem to be in a similar situation. 

“When I was hunting for a job it seemed I was 
either over-qualified or not qualified enough for 
everything I went for. It was catch-22.” 

Terry, 24, who is also from Tottenham and who 
was unemployed for six months before landing 
the position, described Wood Works Wonders as 


“a lifeline” and warned the financial situation 
was making scores of young people feel worth¬ 
less. “In Tottenham there’s not much money 
floating around, so I grew up knowing you had to 
work hard to put food on the table,” he said. 

“When you’re unemployed it’s hard to motivate 
yourself. Getting up in the morning gets harder 
and harder every day - it’s demoralising. 

“People assume that you don’t want to work 
and that you’re lazy. I was going nowhere before 
I came to the Selby Centre. It was like a lifeline, 
a new start.”

‘These counselling 
cuts will ruin young 
people’s life chances’

TEENAGERS across Haringey are dev¬ 
astated that a counselling service used 
by young victims of crime, bullying and 
abuse will close in two weeks. 

Hundreds of young people, who 
banded together to join the Save 
Haringey Youth Centres campaign in an 
attempt to save youth services from the 
latest wave of public service cuts, have 
reacted with anger at the news. 

They received confirmation that the 
counselling service will cease from 
April 1 after submitting a Freedom Of 
Information request and say they were 
not consulted or notified that the service 
would go. Qualified counsellors offer 
both group and one-to-one counselling 
for people aged 11-19 and help about 
150 young people a year. 

The budget for Haringey’s youth ser¬ 
vices has been slashed by 75 per cent by 
the Labour-run council following cuts 
imposed by central government. 

Symeon Brown, spokesman for 
SHYS, told the Advertiser: “We are 
increasingly worried about the ruthless¬ 
ness of this council’s approach to young 
people. First it makes such drastic cuts 
and then makes them very swiftly - we 
think that their approach has been ruth¬ 
less and ill-thought-out.” 

Symeon, a university graduate from 
Tottenham, added: “From our experi¬ 
ence, the biggest problems facing young 
people in places such as Tottenham are 
a lack of self confidence and not having 
people to confide in. The counselling 
service helped those with serious emo¬ 
tional problems. These cuts will ruin 
young people’s life chances.” 

Other members of the campaign 
group said that they believe Haringey’s 
most vulnerable will suffer. 

Matt Green said: “It is disgraceful 
such a pivotal service working with the 


borough’s most vulnerable teenagers is 
the first to go under the banner of ‘effi¬ 
ciency savings’. The actual saving of 
young people’s lives has become sec¬ 
ondary in a borough with a less than 
desirable safeguarding record.” 

Councillor Lorna Reith, cabinet mem¬ 


ber for children and young people, said: 
“Unfortunately, due to government cuts 
and cuts in grant funding, the general 
counselling service for young people is 
closing. However, counselling can be 
accessed through self-referral, or 
through a third party, from other local 


voluntary organisations such as Open 
Door. There is still provision for school 
and other council workers to get help for 
highly vulnerable young people whose 
needs are brought to their attention.

THE brother of a woman who committed suicide 
at Wood Green underground station last year has 
written a requiem in her memory. 

A year ago, James Drew-Edwards received a 
devastating phone call informing him that his 
younger sister Claire Bushnell had died. The 54- 
year-old had struggled with depression for many 
years and on March 19 threw herself in front of a 
train. She left behind three children: Matt, 25, 
Oily, 23, and Nicky, 20. 

During his grief, James focused his energies on 
penning the piece of music which was performed 
at a Requiem Concert for Claire at St. John’s, 
Smith Square, Westminster. 

James, 58, of Huntingdon Road, East Finchley, 
is a tai chi teacher but also composes music 
and said that writing the requiem was a “cathar¬ 
tic process”. 

He told The Advertiser: “Claire took her own 
life in a very violent way and it was deeply 
shocking. I wrote the requiem for my own heal¬ 


ing process and it helped get me through what 
was an extremely difficult time. 

“Normally a requiem contains strong refer¬ 
ences to anger, guilt and punishment, but I added 
a new end section called Pro Vivis which is about 
the living - for her friends and family. 

“It is about saying: ‘you are not forgotten’ but 
also looking to the future and the people who are 
left. Writing it was such great therapy and the 
concert went extraordinarily well.” 

The concert was funded by Claire’s 
family and all proceeds will go to two charities 
close to her heart: mental health charity Mind 
and a charity called Camfed which funds educa¬ 
tion for young girls in Africa and with which 
Claire was involved before she died. 

A total of £9,900 was collected from ticket 
sales and members of the family hope to raise 
even more money by selling a CD recorded on 
the night.

Lyrical flights of 
fancy steal show

Liz Nicholls and Amber (aged 
2V 4 ) review Little Angel 
Theatre’s Fabulous Flutterbys 

ZOOMING in on the small tabletop 
in a dimmed room with three 
players dressed in black, it seems 
as though these austere times 
have claimed another victim - 
children’s drama. 

But from such humble begin¬ 
nings, green shoots emerge and a 
colourful gang of bugs introduce 
themselves to prove that small can 
be beautiful. 

Fabulous Flutterbys’ garden 
gang of caterpillar heroes are 
manipulated - somewhat distract- 
ingly - by their larger human 
puppet-masters on their rough- 
and-tumble adventures to find an 
abducted friend. 

The action is sometimes hard to 
decipher, and is at its most pow¬ 
erful when reduced to tableau, 
such as when the caterpillar bud¬ 
dies turn into pupae, doing noth¬ 
ing more than hanging, glowing 
pubescently in the darkness, for a 
few awe-struck moments. A 
gangly ant and twitchy spider 


deliver drama to tickle the young 
audience and the scene is cleverly 
set with moveable plant props. But 
the microstage sometimes seems 
dwarfed by its regular-sized actors. 

What captures the crowd, 
however, is the use of guitar and 
movingly plangent lyrics. Rather 
than a patronising, simple tale of 
friends sticking together, Barb 
Jungr’s writing encompasses wider 
themes of home, identity and, most 


importantly, change. Lovingly 
crafted and resonant with hope, 
the final appearance of the flutterby 
adults shows that growing up is 
not so hard to do when it is prop¬ 
erly explained.

THE times they are a-changin’ in 
restaurant land. 

Thanks to a certain recession, 
restaurants can no longer afford to be 
resting on their laurels but have to 
keep being innovative and on top of 
their game. 

For 15 years Village Tandoori, 
nestling in Chaseville Park Road, was 
the traditional Indian restaurant 
attracting a loyal clientele. But last 
February new management took over, 
breathing fresh life into the institution 
to help it through these difficult times. 

A £20,000 facelift with new, funkier 
frontage and a chic interior was the 
first obvious change, while others are 
now being implemented including 


new menus and long-term plans to 
expand the dining area. 

“It was quite old-fashioned but now 
it’s a much more modern-looking 
restaurant,” said one of the partners, 
Tufayel Ahmed. “But we have been 
careful to keep the same staff and the 
same chef because people do like 
continuity as well, while we haven’t 
changed the price structure at all.” 

“Good service is so important,” 
added partner and brother-in-law 
Yakoob Suleman. “Diners deserve the 
personal touch. For our Sunday buf¬ 
fet we don’t ask people to help them¬ 
selves but we come to their tables, 
while we always want to know what 
strength curry you prefer and our chef 
will prepare it. The diner shouldn’t be 
put off by a dish they quite fancy but 
it’s marked down as being very hot. 
We’ll just make it milder.” 

A case in point was one of the pop- 
ular new dishes, Chennai Naga 
Chicken which is advertised as con¬ 
taining “hot spices”, but was cooled 
considerably for this particular gannet 
who could then enjoy its exotic tastes 
for all their delicious worth.
